Cabbages on Long Isiand,

Whereas it has been publicly announced that a 
meeting is to take place at or near Cloniart, on 
Sunday, the Sth of October instant, for the alleged

| And whereas advertisements and placards have 
| been printed and extensively circulated, calling oo 
| those persons who propose Lo attend the said meet- 
| ing on horse-back to meet and form in processinn, 
and to march to the said meeting in wilitary order 
and array: 
Aod whereas meetings of large numbers of per- 


Ireland, under the like pretence, at several of which 
meetings languige of « seditivas and inflammatory 
nature has been addressed to the persons there as- 
sembled, calculated and intended to excite discon- 
tent aod disaflection iu the minds of her Majesty's 
subjects, and to bring into hatred and contempt the 
government and constitution of the country as by 
law established 

And whereas at some of the said meetings such 
seditious and imflammatory language has been used 
by persons who have signified their intention of 
being present at and taking part in the said meet- 
ing #0 announced to be held at or near Clontarf ; 

And whereas the said intended meeting is caleu- 
lated to excite reasonable and well grounded ap- 
prehension that the motives and objects of the per- 
sons to be assembled thereat are not the fair legal 
exercive of constitutional rights and privileges, bat 
to bring into hated and contempt the government 
and constitution of the United Kingdom as by law 
established, aud to accomplish alterations in the 
jaws and constitution of the realm by intimidation 
and the demonstration of physical foree: 

Now, we, the Lord Lieutenant, by and with the 
advice of Her Majesty’s Privy Couvcil, being sat- 
isfied that the said intended meeting so proposed 
to be beld at or. near Clontarf as aforesaid, ean 
only tend to serve the ends of factious and seditious 
persons, and to the violation of the public peace, 
do hereby strictly cuution and forewarn all persons 
whatsvever, that they do abstain from attendance 
at said meeting: and we do hereby give notice. 
that if, in defiance of this our proclamation, the 
said meeting shall take place, all persons attending 
the same shall be proceeded agdinst according to 
law; and we do herevy order and enjoin all magis- 
trates and officers intrusted with the preservation 
of the public peace, and others whom it may con

Neve! Source of Heat, 


For the last 600 or 800 years, ‘fire has been 

dug from the bowels of the earth’ in the shape of 
coal, a mineral with which most of our readers are 
presumed to be perfectly familiar. Lo some in- 
stances, such as at Whitehaven in England, a gas 
analagous to ovr g.s works is given off from the 
coul mines, which, when collected aud properly 
regulated, supercedes the necessity of erecting re- 
torts and other preparatory apparatus. In both of 
these cases, however, the fire ana light are not in 
an active state; we are merely presented with the 
raw material, and have to elaborate the result by 
some artificial process. We have as yet no such 
thing as “ready made’? fire or light from terres- 
tial sources, unless we are inclined to look upon 
Etna, Vesuvius, and other voleances, in that do 
mestic and somewhat degrading character. But 
then no man has proposed, or, if the proposal has 
been made, no man has been so bold as to clap a 
safety-valve and damper on Mount A&tna, in order 
to divert flaes of liquid Java into the kitebens of 
the Sicilians; nor have we heard of any project 
to supply the bets of the Icelanders with hot water 
pipes from the Geysers. It ie true that advantage 
has occasionally been taken of therinal springs for 
hot baths, such as at Carlsbad; but, generally 
speaking, we have as yet made no progress in 
bringing into economical subjection the inexhaust- 
ible supply of heat which pervades the interior of 
the globe ‘The attempt, however, is now in pro- 
gress, and at the present moment, our Parisian 
neighbors are boring for hot water to heat the 
green houses and menugeries, of the Garden of 
Plants. 
It is a well known fact, and sufficiently estab- 
lished by experiment, that as we descend ito the 
interior of the earth, the temperature increases ; 
and hence, at great depths, the water which issues 
from the rocks will be sufficiently hot for the pur 
pores contemplated by the Parisians. According 
to the observations of Cordier, Arago, Fox, and 
others, the temperatore increases one degree of 
Fahrenheit for every forty-five feet of vertical des- 
cent, afier passing the first sixty or seventy feet, 
which may be tfluence by summer's heat or win 
ter’s cold. la Monwearmouih pit, the deepest in 
England, it was found that while the temperature 
at the surface was only 49 degrees, thai of water 
at the depth of 1584 feet was 71 degrees as it is- 
sued from the eoul, A somewhat similar increase 
of temperature dys been foend to prevail in all the 
Artesian welle in agd m ognd Pariss and bence the 
obvinus couchision, shat water procured from very 
great depths will be sefiiciently hot for various 
economical purposes. It is intended, we believe, 
to sink the Artesian wells wow in progress at the 
Garden of Plants to the depth of 800 or 900 me- 
tres (2600 or 2925 feet,) where, according to the 
deductions of M. Arago, water will be obtained ar 
the temperature of 97 or 104 degrees Fabrenheit 
This water is te be conducted by pipes around the 
green houses aad menageries, aod will communi- 
ca ea wore permanent and equable supply of beat 
than either air or steam flues; while, ofter the 
original cost of procuring it, t will be ma.ntained, 
so lang as the internal heat of the globe remains 
the same. without fursher expenditure, The scheme 
is highty plausible; indeed, its sucress is almost 
certain; at all events, it will have the merit of 
testing the truth of theoretical deductions, and of 
adding ts ouw Knowledge of the interior condiiions 
of our planet.

Arrival of Steamship Britannia. 


15 days later from England. 

The steamer Britannia, Capt. J. Hewitt, 
arrived at East Boston, at half-past eight 
o’clock on Saturday evening, bringing Lon- 
don papers to October 18, and Liverpoot 
papers tothe 19th. She brought 95 passen- 
gers from Liverpool, and 25 from Halifax, 
and left eight at Halifax. 

We take a summary of the news from the 
Daily Advertiser, being more perfect than 
we are able to make up in consequence of 
our files by this steamer being somewhat 
imperfect. 

The Britannia brings news of a good deal 
of interest of the state of affairs in Great 
Britain, as well as from China. In lLreland 
the agitation seems to have received a check, 
in the peaceable arrest of Mr. O'Connell 
and several of his followers, on a charge of 
a conspiracy to excite sedition, and their 
giving bail for their appearance for their 
trial on the 2d of November. A large mili- 
tary force was assembled in Ireland for the 
support of the civil government, should their 
interference be necessary. The disturbances 
in Wales seem to have, in some measure, 
subsided. The state of commercial affais 
was improved, 

The cotton market had been unusually 
active at an advance of about 3-Sd per Ib. 
in the last week, and I-4 a 3-Sd_ in the pre- 
ceding week—the sales have amounted to 
91,500 in the last week, and 74,000 bales in 
the week preceding. It will be seen that 
some reaction took place upon the arrival 
there of the Caledonia, 

The India September mail from Bombay, 
had notarrived. The steamer Oriental, how- 
ever, bad arrived at Marseilies from Alex- 
andria, bringing news and passengers from 
{ndia and China, which had been brought to 
Suez by the Oriental Company’s steamer 
Hindostan from Calcutta, and the Akbar 
from Hong Kong and Singapore. These 
steamers brought Col. Malcolm, Secretary 
of Legation, from China, with a ratified 
treaty, and 108 passengers from Calcutta.— 
By this conveyance is also received ample 
intelligence from China and India, with the 
Tariff and other commercial arrangements 
entered into by Sir Heary Pottinger, for the 
definite arrangement of the China trade, 
which seems to be highly satisfactory. 

The Steamer Caledonia, Capt. Lott, from 
this port, arrived at Liverpool on the morn- 
ing of the 18th. 

Mr. Cushing, our Minister to China, ar- 
rived at Alexandria in the steamer Oriental, 
on the 17th of September. He had an au- 
dience with the Viceroy, and left on the 
same day for Suez, whenge he wae to pro 
ceed to Bombay in the monthly steamer, ex- 
pecting there to meet the American squadron 
ready to receive him and to convey him to 
China. 

IneELAND.—The most important intelli- 
gence of a general nature, is that of the 
course adopted by the British Government, 
to put a stop to the progress of agi ation in 
Ireland.

This morning at about half past 12 o'clock 
the stables in Congress square belonging te 
the Exchange Coflee House burst into a 
sheet of flame, and before the alarm wa: 
given, spread so widely and intensely, that 
notwithstanding the immediate exertions 
of those connected with the Coffse House 
and others who had been drawn thither by 
the blaze, which seemed to throw the moon- 
light in the shade, the horses and carmages 
were saved with the utmost difficulty.

scrape ensued, He was secured and commit- 
ed to the care of the watchmen. In the 
meantime the flames commonicated with the 
carpenter’s shop of Loring Pickering, Mr 
Brown, veterinary surgeon's stables, and 
some of the Exchange. There was but little 
wind, and owing to the sheitered position of 
the premises and the timely oxertions of the 
fire department, the progress of the fire was 
soon arrested, and about two o'clock had 
entirely subsided. The whole of the upper 
part of the stable attached to the Exehange, 
occupied with sleighs, graim, and hay ; a 
part of Mr Whiteley’s stove store, and part 
of the ovt-houses of the Sxchange, were 
burned. Damage estimated at about $5000,

er been taken from the post office, they refused to 
pay, and I collected only $2,00° out of the whole, 
whieh and the bills, I have now returned, after 





having traveled much, and made fruitless exertions 
ta obtain the same, 

With this statement of the affair, I leave the 
whole subject to the consideration of a candid and 
sate lligent community, Moses M, Fiske.

When we attended the Worcester Cattle Show, | 
we were highly pleased with the excellent exhibi- 
tion, and gave a ehort account of the several de- 
partments. We are always pleased to praise when | 
we can, but as we did not consider the ploughing | 
at this match so good as we had seen at others, we | 
candidly expressed our opinion of the work. At | 
thie, a writer io a late number of the National 
#Egis, over the signature of “J. W.L.,” takes } 
exceptions, and makes a eweeping assertion far | 
from the trath. He says, “ ft would be difficult 
to Gind, in as few words, a greater nomber of mis- 
statements.”” 

We said that the ploughing match, though among 
the first things in order, was not the best. This 
was literally true; as some things were excellent 
without exception, That 21 teams, as we stated, 
is a small number for so large a county, no one of 
common understanding will dispute. We spoke 
comparatively, We saw 27 at Concord and 43 at 
Andover, and if we mistake not there have been 
more than 21 at some town shows. No one will 
deny that there are, as we said, many excellent 
teams and ploughmen in Worcester county. We 
were mformed that the number was as large as 
usual, and we expressed our belief accordingly.— 
We stated that in some few cases the work was 
good. 

Now we appeal to any man of intelligence on 
thie subject if we are not correct ip all the above 
statements. The only question is, whether we 
were correct in saying “the greater part of the 
the ploughing was not very well performed.”
